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"And  this  Gospel  of  the  Kingdom  shah 
-be  preached  in  all  the  world  for  a  witness 
unto  all  nations  ;  and  then  shall  the  end 
come."  (Matt.  24:  14.) 


To  every  studious  reader  of  Holy  Writ 
the  numerous  and  definite  predictions  re- 
lating to  the  Last  Days  must  have  ap- 
pealed as  prophecies  of  profound  signific- 
ance. Of  course,  in  the  ordinary  sense 
every  day  has  been  the  last  day  in  its 
turn,  that  is  to  say  the  latest  of  all  the 
days  that  had  gone  before — the  last  day 
down  to  the  time  of  its  passing.  So  also 
every  period  or  epoch  of  history  was  once 
the  latest  and  last.  However,  scripture 
gives  to'  the  expression  the  Last  Days  a 
particular   meaning,    by  which   the   time 


so  designated   becomes   unique   in   many 
of  its  characteristics. 

Gospel  Periods 

We  recognize  a  succession  of  distinc- 
tive periods  in  the  history  of  the  divine 
dealings  with  mankind,  each,  of  which 
has  been  called  a  Dispensation  because 
of  the  fact  that  every  one  of  these  was 
begun  by  direct  and  personal  revelation 
from  God  to  the  man  commissioned  to 
stand  at  the  head  of  the  respective  period 
to  minister  in  the  power  and  authority 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  Voice  of  the 
Lord.  So  it  was  in  the  Adamic-  Dispen- 
sation, and  successively  in  the  Ncachian. 
the  Abrahamic,  the  Mosaic  and  the  Dis- 
pensation  of  the  Meridian  of  Time,  which 
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last-named  was  made  surpassingly 
glorious  and  important  by  the  personal 
ministry  of  the  embodied  Jehovah,  known 
to  His  contemporaries  in  mortality  as 
Jesus  of  Nazareth,  and  to  all  who  would 
hear  and  obey  Him  as  Jesus  the  Christ. 

Then  followed  the  Apostolic  Dispensa 
ticn,  after  came  the  long  age  of  spiritual 
darkness  expressively  designated  as  the 
time  of  the  Great  Apostasy.  Those  cen- 
turies of  gloom  were  illumined,  however, 
in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  such  as  clung 
to  the  sure  word  of  prophecy,  by  the 
promise  of  a  restoration  through  which 
the  light  of  the  everlasting  Gospel  would 
again  shine  upon  the  world. 

As  the  scriptures  show  forth  clearly, 
the  beginning  of  the  restoration  SO'  prom- 
ised would  be  coincident  with  the  open- 
ing up  of  the  last  dispensation,  literally 
the  ushering  in  of  the  last  days  in  the 
scriptural  sense.  This  distinctive  period 
is  to  extend  from  the  time  of  the  latter- 
day  restoration  of  the  Gospel  to  that  of 
the  Lord's  second  advent,  when  He  shall 
stand  upon  the  earth  in  glory  and  in- 
augurate the  Millennium  of  peace  and 
righteousness. 

The  Current  Dispensation 

In  this  dispensation  of  restoration,  con- 
summation and  fulness,  we  are  now 
living — in  the  last  days  precedent  to  the 
coming  of  the  Lord  in  power  and  judg- 
ment. Should  we  not  thoughtfully  and 
prayerfully  ponder  these  significant  facts, 
pausing  occasionally  in  the  whirl  and 
swirl  of  worldly  affairs,  that  we  may 
know  at  what  stage  we  have  arrived  in 
the  foreseen  history  of  the  race,  and 
learn  what  part  is  ours  in  the  divinely 
drawn  plan  of  mortality?  The  Lord  has 
so  admonished  and  commanded  us — He 
whose  lofty  purpose  is  to*  bring  about  the 
salvation  and  exaltation  of  the  children 
of  men.     Hear  His  words: 

"For  in  mine  own  due  time  will  I  come 
upon  the  earth  in  judgment,  and  my 
people  shall  be  redeemed  and  shall  reign 
with  me  on  earth.  For  the  great  Millen- 
nium, of  which  I  have  spoken  by  the 
mouth  of  my  servants,  shall  come.  *  *  * 
Hearken  ye  to  these  words.  Behold,  I 
am  Jesus  Christ,  the  Savior  of  the  world. 


Treasure  these  things  up  in  your  hearts  r 
and  let  the  solemnities  of  eternity  rest- 
upon  your  minds."  (Doctrine  and. 
Covenants,  43:  29,  30,  34.) 

Successive  Restorations 

A  characteristic  feature  of  every  dis- 
pensation past  has  been  the  authorized 
preaching  of  the  Gospel  of  salvation,  ex- 
pressively designated  by  the  Lord  Christ 
as  "This  Gospel  of  the  Kingdom." 
Authorized  preaching  of  the  Gospel  can- 
not mean  less  than  the  teaching  of  the- 
principles  embodied  in  that  Gospel,  and 
the  administration  of  the  ordinances 
founded  upon,  those  principles  and  speci- 
fically required  by  the  Author  of  the 
Gospel.  The  opening  up  of  each  dispen- 
sation since  that  of  Adam  has  been  in  the 
nature  of  a  restoration,  marked  as  it  was- 
by  a  renewal  of  commission  and  com- 
mand to  preach  the  principles  of  the 
'Gospel  and  to  officiate  in  the  administra- 
tion of  its  ordinances. 

In  this  broad  way  the  predicted  and 
now  realized  restoration  of  the  Gospel  in 
the  latter  days  is  a  recurrence  of  what 
had  taken  place  again  and  again  through- 
out the  ages;  for  the  story  is  that  of 
divine  revelations  of  the  Gospel,  altern- 
ating with  successive  apostasies.  So'  one 
may  tentatively  infer  that  the  restoration!, 
of  the  Gospel  in  the  present  age  is  but 
another  of  the  several  restorations  and 
reestablishments  already  accomplished, 
and  likely  to  be  succeeded  by  another- 
apostasy,  and  so  onward  without  end. 
But  there  is  an  end,  notwithstanding  it 
shall  be  also  a  glorious  beginning.  The 
word  of  God  puts  beyond  all  doubt  that 
the  current  dispensation  is  not  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  another  world-wide  apostasy, 
but  is  to  be  succeeded  without  break  by 
the  Millennium,  in  which  Christ  in  Per- 
son shall  reign  and  rule  on  earth.  John 
the  Revelator  was  shown  the  conditions- 
under  which  the  Gospel  would  be  re- 
established upon  the  earth  in  the  latter- 
times,  and  so  bore  witness:  "  And  I  saw 
another  angel  fly  in>  the  midst  of  heaven, 
having  the  everlasting  Gospel  to  preach 
unto  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  and 
to  every  nation,  and  kindred,  and  tongue, 
and    people,    saying   with   a   loud   voice:" 
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Fear  God,  and  give  glory  to  him  ;  for  the 
hour  of  his  judgment  is  come :  and  wor- 
ship him  that  made  heaven,  and  earth, 
and  the  sea,  and  the  fountains  of 
waetrs."     (Rev.  14:  6,  7.) 

As  a  Church  we  bear  testimony  to  the 
world  that  this  bringing  of  the  Gospel 
from  Heaven  to  be  preached  upon  the 
earh,  "  to  every  nation,  and  kindred,  and 
tongue,  and  people"  was  an  absolute  nes- 
•sity  m  view  of  the  falling  away  following 
apostolic  times;  and,  furthermore,  tbat 
the  angel  has  ccome  to  earth,  that  tha 
Gospel  has  been  thus  restored  and  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  reestablished 
among  men. 

Preaching  of  the  Gospel  Imperative 

A  feature  of  outstanding  emphasis  and 
import  by  which  the  last  dispensation 
was  to  be  and  is  strongly  characterized  is 
that  of  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  unto 
all  nations.  The  deeply  significant  words 
of  the  Savior,  already  cited,  demand  our 
thoughtful  attention.  The  occasion  of 
the  utterance  was  one  of  unusual  solem- 
nity. Certain  of  the  disciples,  almost 
assuredly  the  Apostles,  came  to  Jesus 
privately,  as  He  sat  on  the  slope  of 
Olivet,  saying:  "  Tell  us,  when  shall 
these  things  be,  and  what  shall  be  the 
sign  thy  coming,  and  of  the  end  of  the 
world?"  (Matt.  24:  3.)  The  Lord's 
answer  was  in  the  way  of  warning,  less 
they  be  deceived  by  the  sophistries  and 
blasphemous  assumptions  of  men,  some 
of  whom  would  claim  to  be  the  Christ. 
He  told  of  nation  rising  against  nation, 
of  famines  and  pestilences,  of  earth- 
quakes and  other  destructive  occurrences, 
of  the  rise  of  false  prophets  and  of  the 
prevalence  of  iniquity,  all  these  signs 
culminating  in  the  proclamation  of  the 
Gospel  throughout  the  world,  as  hear 
once  more  His  owrds :  ' '  And  this  Gospel 
of  the  Kingdom  shall  be  preached  in  all 
the  world  for  a  witness  unto  all  nations  ; 
and  then  shall  the  end  come." 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  affirms  itself  to  be  all  that  its 
name  expresses ;  and  that  through  the 
personal  manifestation  of  the  Eternal 
Father  and  His  Son  Jesus  Christ,  follow- 
ed by  the  ministry  of  angels,  the  .Gospel 


has  been  brought  again  to  earth,  includ- 
ing the  actual  bestowal  of  the  Holy 
Priesthood,  which  is  its  charter  of  divine 
authority  to  administer  in  all  the  ordin- 
ancesc  requisite  to  salvation.  In  strict 
consistency  with  such  exalted  claims  the 
Church  has  been  diligently  engaged  from 
its  beginning  in  preaching  the  Gospel  to 
all  who  would  hear,  first  in  the  place 
and  neighborhood  in  which  the  Church 
was  organized,  then  outward  in  State 
after  within  the  nation  and  coincidently 
in  foreign  countries. 

Messengers  to  the  Nations 

The  missionary  system  of  the  Church 
has  developed  steadily,  sturdily,  efficient- 
ly, throughout  the  first  century  '  of  its 
existence,  just  completed.  Gaged  by  its 
present  expanse,  by  the  many  mission- 
aries laboring  among  the  nations,  and, 
more  conclusively,  by  the  results  shown 
in  the  number  and  character  of  converts, 
the  system  has  come  to  be  regarded  as 
one  of  the  marvels  of  the  religious  world. 
Men  are  called  as  they  are  needed,  and 
for  service  in  some  of  the  Missions  of  the 
Church  women  also,  to  give  their  time 
and  energies  to  this  privileged  labor. 

By  far  the  greater  number  of  our  mis- 
sionaries are  young  men  and  women, 
though  many  of  mature  age  and  ex- 
perience are  in  the  field,  as  also  net  a  few 
who  wear  the  silver  crown  of  advanced 
age.  It  is  the  ambition  of  "Mormon" 
youths  to  so  li\i  e  as  to  be  counted  worthy 
of  a  call  to  the  service  ;  and  it  is  not  at 
all  unusual  for  one  person  to  serve 
through  two,  three  or  more  periods  at 
intervals  of  years.  There  is  no  fixed 
tenure  of  service  ;  each  missionary  goes 
when  he  is  sent  and  where,  and  returns 
to  his  home  when  released  by  the  re- 
spective Mission  President.  In  most  of 
the  English  speaking  countries  the  in- 
dVidual  term  averages  about  two  years; 
while  in  lands  of  foreign  speech  a  mis- 
sionary may  be  retained  for  three  or 
more  years. 

For  a  long  period  past  the  Church  has 
had  in  its  several  mission  fields  over 
2,000  missionaries  at  work.  A  distin- 
guishing feature  of  this  service,  which  is 
looked  upon  with  astonishment  by  those 
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who  do  not  apprehend  the  spirit  by  which 
these  devoted  servants  are  actuated,  is 
that  the  missionaries  not  only  gi-ve  their 
time,  even  for  periods  of  years  as  in 
dicated,  entirely  without  material  com- 
pensation, but  that  they  pay  their  own 
way,  including  the  cost  of  transportation 
to  their  fields  of  labor,  whether  in  States 
adjacent  to  their  homes,  or  abroad  in 
Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  Australia  or  the 
isolated  and  distant  islands  of  the  seas. 
When  the  missionary  has  served  the 
average  time  for  the  field  to  which  he 
was  assigned,  when  he  is  honorably  re- 
leased to  return,  the  general  funds  of  the 
Church  are  drawn  upon  to  provide  for  his 
homeward  journey  in  comfort. 

Hew  the  Missionary  System  Operates 

One  unacquainted  with  our  system  is 
inclined  to  inquire  as  to  whence  and  how 
the  missionary  procures  money  for  his 
maintenance.  Some  few  use  accumulated 
means  of  their  own ;  others  receive  regu- 
lar remittances  from  their  families  and 
friends  at  home  ;  yet  others  are  assisted 
by  contributions  from  the  Ward  or  Stake, 
or  from  the  particular  quorum  of  Priest- 
hood to1  which  the  respective  missionary 
belongs.  They  are  always  willing  to 
accept  assistance  from  those  among 
whom  they  serve,  but  they  do  not  go  to 
live  off  the  people,  however  deserving  of 
such  support.  They  go  out  in  search  of 
honest  souls — souls  that  are  receptive  to 
the  message  of  the  Gospel  of  life  ;  and 
they  count  their  service  as  one  of  bles- 
sing and  privilege  rather  than  of  sacrifice, 
though  sacrifice  is  there  and  not  infre- 
quently of  severe  degree.  Their  spirit  is 
that  of  the  missionaries  of  old,  and  each 
of  them  speaks  through  action  a  did  Paul 
in  words:  "  I  will  not  be  burdensome  to 
vou :  'for  I  seek  not  your's,  but  you." 
'(2  Cor.  12:  14.) 

The  financial  cost  of  our  missionary 
work  is  a  subject  of  occasional  inquiry. 
Most  people  can  understand  the  language 
of  dollars  and  cents.  The  records  of  the 
Presiding  Bishopric  of  the  Church  show 
the  following  interesting  items  for  the 
year, 1929.  On  the  basis  of  a  broad  aver- 
age covering  all  our  missionaries  in  all 
lands  and  climes,  the  cost  per  missionary 


for  subsistence  in  the  Held,  including 
necessary  travel  within  his  district,  was 
$40.08  per  month  or  $480.96  per  year. 
During  1929  the  average  number  of  mis- 
sionaries in  the  field  was  2,064 ;  and  the 
cost  of  subsistence  for  this  number  a- 
mounted  to  $992,701.44.  But  this  takes 
no'  account  of  the  value  or  wage  earning 
capacity  of  the  missionaries'  time.  Take 
I  lie  average  earnings  of  our  missionaries 
to  have  been  $900.00  per  year  ;  then  on 
this  basis  the  money  value  of  one  year's 
time  for  the  2,064  missionaries  in  the 
field  is  equal  to  $1,857,600.00,  which 
added  to  the  cost  of  maintenance  before 
specified  gives  a  total  of  $2,850,301.44  as 
the  individual  conributions  of  the  mis- 
sionaries for  a  single  year:  It  is  to  be 
noted  that  this  does  not  include  cost  of 
travel  from  the  missionary's  home  to  his 
field,  which  he  pays,  nor  the  cost  of  re- 
turn transportation,  which  is  paid  by  the 
Church. 

Responsibility  Laid  Upon  the  Church 

There  is  a  steady  stream  of  mission- 
aries bound  for  their  appointed  fields  of 
ministry,  and  another  stream  of  those 
who  have  worthily  served  and  are  home- 
ward bound.  Converts  made  through  the 
efforts  of  an  individual  missionary  oft- 
time  precede  him  to  the  gathering  place 
of  the  Saints,  others  follow.  The  bonds 
of  deep  regard,  high  esteem  and  true 
brotherly  love  established  between  the 
missionary  and  those  whom  he  may  have 
been  instrumental  in  bringing  into  the 
Church  are  enjoyed  throughout  life,  and, 
we  believe,  will  be  even  stronger  beyond 
the  grave.  The  sanctifying  esteem  exist- 
ing between  missionaries  and  converts  is 
comparable  to'  the  love  of  David  and 
Jonathan,  exceeding  even  the  love  of 
man  for  woman. 

The  Church  collectively  and  its  mem- 
bership individually  rejoice  in  the 
privilege  of  missionary  endeavor.  The 
spirit  of  this  self-sacrificing  labor 
energizes  the  Church  and  its  members. 
We  ask  no  praise  of  men  for  this  great 
ministry  ;  without  it  we  could  not  exist 
as  a  Church.  Every  true  missionary  is 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the  ancient 
Apostle,    who,    though    he    labored    un- 
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tiringly  to  bring  men  to  the  faith  yet  dis- 
claimed all  title  to  personal  credit,  be- 
cause he  could  not  do  otherwise,  as  he 
said:  "For  though  I  preach  the  Gospel,  I 
have  nothing  to  glory  of :  for  necessity  is 
laid  upon  me  ;  yea,  woe  is  unto  me,  if  I 
preach  not  the  Gospel!"  (1  Cor.  9:  16.) 
Our  missionaries  follow  the  methods  of 
olden  times,  the  means  prescribed  by  the 
Lord  during  His  ministry  in  mortality, 
these  comprising  house  to  house  visita- 
tion, personal  witness  and  testimony, 
earnest  pleading,  soulful  invitation,  and 
inspired  persuasion,  and  further,  the 
liberal  distribution  of  literature  embody- 
ing the  lasw  and  precepts  of  the  Gospel 
The  singer  loves  to  sing,  for  he  has  music 
in  his  soul.  The  master  artist  is  filled 
and  thrilled  with  joy  when  privileged  to 
commune  with  one  who  understands  his 
art.  The  man  whose  soul  is  blessed  with 
a  personal  assurance  of  Christ  and  His 
Gospel  is  obsessed  by  that  knowledge ; 
he  must  tell  others  of  the  joy  with  which 
his  soul  is  overflowing. 

Effect  Upon  the  Missionary 

The  burden  of  calling  souls  to  repent- 
ance is  laid  upon  this  Church  ;  but  it  is 
a  burden  in  the  scriptural  sense  only, 
that  of  responsibility,  duty  and  blessed 
opportunity — the  yoke  is  easy  and  the 
burden  is  light — for  they  are  laid  upon 
us  by  the  Lord  our  (God.  These  mission- 
aries go  forth  in  the  strength  of  their 
testimony  that  the  Gospel  they  are  sent 
to>  preach  is  in  solemn  reality  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Their  devotion  stands 
as  incontrovertible  witness  of  the 
genuineness  of  their  message. 

The  number  of  missionaries  already 
sent  out  by  this  Church  runs  into  many 
scores  of  thousands.  Strange,  is  it  not, 
that  if  the  Gospel  they  have  preached  and 
are  preaching  is  not  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  some  of  them  would  not  have 
discovered  the  fact  in  the  course  of  the 
century?  They  come  in  contact  with 
people  of  all  religious  professions  and 
faiths,  with  memebrs  of  all  churches. 
Surely  they  would  find  the  error  if  error 
there  be  in  the  ministry  they  perform 
so  conscientiously.  But  I  have  yet  to 
learn  of  a  single  missionarv  among  those 


faithful  thousands  coming  back  with  the 
word  that  his  contact  with  the  people  of 
diverse  churches,  his  friendly  arguments 
with  them,  the  broad  comparisons  he  has 
been  able  to  make  and  his  investigations 
into  the  beliefs  of  other  men,  have  con- 
vinced him  that  the  Church  he  set  out  to 
represent  is  after  all  inferior  in  profes- 
sion, power  or  spirit  to  other  churches 
which  he  has  come  to  know,  or  that  his 
missionary  endeavors  have  weakened  his 
faith  as  to  this  being  in  fact  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ.  To  the  contrary  these 
messengers  of  salvation  return  rejoicing 
m  the  confirmation  of  their  faith  and 
testimony  in  the  restoration  and  re- 
establishment  of  Christ's  Gospel  and 
Church  in  these  days. 

The  Worth  of  Souls 

We  believe  in  being  benevolent ;  we 
are  engaged  in  the  most  stupendous  and 
enduring  work  of  benevolence  the  world 
has  known  and  this  lies  in  the  operation 
of  our  missionary  system.  We  offer  that 
which  is  priceless  and  ask  nothing  in  re- 
turn save  an  open  heart  and  a  contrite 
spirit. 

In  June,  1829,  the  word  of  the  Lord 
came  to  the  prophet,  Joseph  Smith,  say- 
ing: "Remember  the  worth  of  souls  is 
great  in  sight  of  God ;  for,  behold,  the 
Lord  your  Redeemer  suffered  death  in 
the  flesh  ;  wherefore  he  suffered  the  pain 
of  all  men,  that  all  men  might  repent 
and  come  unto  him.  And  he  hath  risen 
again  from  the  dead,  that  he  might  bring 
all  men  unto  him,  on  conditions  of  re- 
pentance. And  how  great  is  his  joy  in 
the  soul  that  repenteth!  Wherefore,  you 
are  called  to  cry  repentance  unto  this 
people.  And  if  it  so  be  that  you  should 
labor  all  your  days  in  crying  repentance 
unto  this  people,  and  bring,  save  it  be 
one  soul  unto*  me,  how  great  shall  be 
your  joy  with  him  in  the  kingdom  of  my 
Father!  And  now,  if  your  joy  will  be 
great  with  one  soul  that  you  have  brought 
unto  me  into  the  kingdom  of  my  Father, 
how  great  will  be  your  joy  if  you  should 
bring  many  souls  unto  me!  Behold,  you 
have  my  Gospel  before  you,  and  my  rock, 
and  mv  salvation."    Amen. 
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TOBACCO,  TOMBSTONES  AND 
PROFITS.

You  have  seen  pictures  of  military 
cemeteries  near  great  battlefields. 

Upon  every  headstone  is  chiseled  the 
inscription,  "killed  in  action." 

If  one  knew  nothing  about  war,  these 
headstones  would  be  sufficient  to  impress 
upon  him  that  war  is  deadlv — that  it 
kills. 

How  much  would  you  know  about 
tobacco  if,  upon  the  tombstone  of  every- 
one killed  by  it  were  inscribed,  "Killed 
by  Tobacco"? 

You  would  know  a  lot  more  about  it 
than  you  do  now,  but  you  Avould  not 
know  all,  because  tobacco  does  more  than 
kill.  It  half  kills.  It  has  its  victims  in 
the  cemeteries  and  in  the  streets.  It  is 
bad  enough  to  be  dead,  but  it  is  a  ques- 
tion if  it  is  not  sometimes  worse  to  be 
half -dead — to  be  nervous,  irritable,  un- 
able to  sleep  well,  with  efficiency  cut  in 
two  and  vitality  ready  to  snap  at  the  first 
great  strain. 

This  ■seems  like  exaggeration1.  It  isn't. 
It  is  well  within  the  truth.  Y7ou  do  not 
know  the  facts  because  you  are  not  per- 
mitted to  know  them.  It  is  profitable 'to 
slowly  poison  you  and  millions  of  others, 
so  you  are  poisoned.  You  were  only  a 
boy  when  you  were  urged  to  smoke 
cigar ets.  A  little  later  you  saw  adver- 
tisements in  which  your  attention  was 
called  to  cigars  and  smoking  tobacco. 
Now  you  are  pressed  to  use  tobacco  in  all 
its  forms,  except  as  snuff.  You  can  buy 
"snuff  if  you  want  to,  but  it  is  not  urged. 
'  Perhaps  there  are  too  many  false  teeth 
"to  make  sneezing  popular.  But  chewing 
and  smoking  are  set  forth  by  the  tobacco 
trusts  as  delightful,  harmless  pastimes. 
It  is  even  declared  that  the  use  of  tobac- 
co is  benefiicia-1 — that  it  "soothes"  the 
nerves. 

.Chloroform  soothes  the  nerves,  too.  A 
small  bottle  of  it  will  soothe  them  for- 
ever. 

Let  me  tell  you  how  tobacco  kills. 
Smokers  do  not  all  drop  dead  around  the 


cigar  lighter  in  tobacco  stores.  They  go 
away  and  years  alter,  die  of  something 
else.  From  the  tobacco'  trust's  point  of 
view,  that  is  one  of  the  finest  things  a- 
bout  tobacco.  The  victims  do  not  die  on 
the  premises,  even  when  sold  the  worst 
cigars.  They  go  away,  and  when  they 
die,  the  doctors  certify  that  they  die  of 
something  else — pneumonia,  heart  dis- 
ease, typoid  fever,  or  what  not. 

In  other  words,  tobacco  kills  indirectly 
and  escapes  the  blame. 

What  killed  General  Grant?  Why,  of 
course  you  know — cancer.  But  what 
caused  the  cancer  in  his  throat?  Do  you 
know?  Smoking  caused  it.  General  Lee 
could  not  get  Grant,  but  tobacco  got 
him. 

What  killed  President  McKinley?  An 
assassin's  bullet,  you  say.  Partly  right 
and  partly  wrong.  McKinley  was  shot, 
but  his  wound  need  not  have  proved 
fatal.  Thousands  of  men,  hurt  worse, 
have  survived.  But  they  had  good  hearts. 
When  a  grea,t  strain  comes,  strong  hearts 
are  necessary  to  bring  the  sufferers  thru 
alive.  McKinley,  when  he  was  born,  had 
a  strong  heart,  but  the  tobacco  habit  got 
him  and  left  his  heart  muscles  soft  and 
flabby.  When  McKinley  had  need  of  a 
strong  heart  he  went  down  because  he 
had  nothing  to-  keep  him  up.  He  had 
smoked  up  his  most  vital  strength. 

Woodrow  Wilson  when  old  was  seized 
by  an  ailment  that  brot  him  almost  to 
the  point  of  death.  For  hours  he  was 
unconscious  and  for  weeks  his  physicians 
could  not  say  whether  he  would  live  or 
die.  He  nr.d  veA  of  a  good  heart.  In 
his  hour  of  need  he  had  a  good  heart.  If 
Mr.  W:lson  had  been  a  smoker,  Mr. 
Marshal!  might  rave  been  President. 

In  the  African  jungle,  Theodore  Roose- 
velt was  stricken  with  such  fever  that  he 
begged  his  sons  and  other  companions  to 
save  themselves  by  leaving  him  to  die. 
He,  too,  had  need  of  a  strong  heart — 
and  he  had  one.  Mr  Roosevelt  never 
used  tobacco.  His  African  illness  was  so 
serious  that  he  returned  to  America 
emaciated  and  shaken,  but  he  at  least 
had  the  heart  power  to  enable  him  to  get 
back. 
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But  the  case  for  or  against  tobacco 
/cannot  be  conclusively  proved  by  what 
happened  to  this  or  that  man.  The  point 
I  am  trying  to  make  is  that  when  the 
pinch  comes  everyone  has  need  of  all  the 
heart  power  he  can  muster — and  tobacco 
weakens  heart-power.  There  is  no  doubt 
About  that.  When  one's  heart  is  falter- 
ing, no  doctor  ever  prescribes  nicotine. 
Nicotine  is  a  slow  poison  that  strikes  at 
the  heart  first. 

Nicotine,  after  you  have  used  it  a 
while,  puts  you  in  a  condition  to  be 
"bumped  off"  by  the  first  thing  that  hits 
you.  If  you  saw  some  men  undermine  a 
building  it  was  ready  to  topple  into  the 
.street,  and  then  saw  a  woman  hit  the 
building  with  a  baby  carriage  and  made 
it  topple,  you  would  not  say  the  woman 
wrecked  the  building,  would  you?  Yet 
when  a  smoker  died  of  pneumonia  the 
doctor's  death  certificate  gives  pneumon- 
ia- and  not  tobacco  as  the  cause  of  death. 
And  the  tombstone  man  with  his  chisel 
says  nothing  at  all. 

What  a  shock  people  would  get  if  they 
went  thru  cemeteries  and  saw  tomb- 
stone declaring  the  fact  that  this  man 
-died  of  typhoid  made  fatal  by  a  tobacco- 
weakened  heart  and,  that  man  succumb- 
ed to  nervous  prostration  because  tobacco 
had  shot  his  nerves  to  pieces,  and  another 
one  gave  up  the  ghost  because  tobacco 
had  ruined  his  stomach. 

But  the  truth  will  never  be  known  a- 
bout  tobacco'  so  long  as  the  great  tobacco 
companies  are  able  to  spend  millions  of 
dollars  to  build  up  and  maintain  busines- 
ses with  which  to*  poison  the  people  for  a 
profit. 

Dit  you  ever  think  what  would  be- 
come of  the  tobacco  habit  if  there  were 
>no  profit  in  selling  tobacco?  How  long 
■would  it  last  and  how  rapidly  would  it 
spread?  Was  anyone  ever  born  with  a 
taste  for  tobacco?  On  the  contrary,  every- 
one is  born  with  a  taste  against  it — tobac- 
co produces  sickness  the  first  few  times 
it  is  used.  Men  are  able  to>  use  tobacco 
only  because  of  the  remarkable  power  of 
the  human  body  to  adjust  itself  to  an  un- 
favorable environment.  The  human  body 
prefers  the  good  and  dislikes  the  bad, 
but  if  it  is  compelled  to  endure  the  bad 


will  make  the  best  of  it  and  stick  to  life 
as  long  as  possible. 

If  there  were  no  money  in  poisoning 
people  with  tobacco,  the  tobacco  habit 
would  die  out  with  the  last  of  its  present 
victims.  No  boy  could  begin  smoking  be- 
cause there  would  be  no  place  where  ht 
could  buy  tobacco*.  If  there  were  no 
place  in  which  to  buy  food  the  boy  would 
not  go  without  food.  That  shows  the 
difference  between  useful  necessities  and 
poisonous  things  that  enslave  only  to  de- 
stroy. We  need  food  ;  we  do  not  need 
tobacco.  We  use  tobacco  only  because  it 
is  foisted  upon  each  generation  as  opium 
was  foisted  upon  the  Chinese,  and  as  ciga- 
rets  are  being  foisted  upon  us  now. 

As  the  tobacco'  interests  become  better 
organized  it  is  increasingly  difficult  for 
each  generation  to  escape.  Even  thirty 
years  ago,  a  cigar  store  was  an  ugly 
place,  littered  with  cuspidors,  dirty  and 
unattractive.  Better  brains  in  the  tobac- 
co business  have  changed  this.  The  cigar 
store  is  attractive  now,  even  from  afar. 
Its  windows  are  tastefully  decorated  with 
red,  a  primary  color  that  appeals  to  the 
lowest  order  of  intelligence.  Inside, 
everything  is  as  clean  and  bright  as  if  the 
place  were  a  jewelry  store.  Every  pos- 
sible appeal  is  made  to*  the  eye.  And,  in 
addition,  there  are  certificates  with 
which,  if  one  will  smoke  his  head  off,  he 
may  get  a  beautiful  glass  dish  for  his 
grandmother  or  a  collar  button  for  him- 
self. 

Billboard  advertising,  newspaper  ad- 
vertising, magazine  advertising,  search 
every  nook  and  cranny  of  the  country 
for  victims.  In  this  way,  millions  upon 
millions  of  dollars  are  spent  by  the  tobac- 
co interests  every  year.  It  seems  almost 
as  if  there  is  no  escape  for  each  new 
generation  as  it  comes  along.  No  matter 
where  a  boy  may  be,  tobacco  advertising 
leaches  him,  pleads  with  him  and  urges 
him  to  be  a  fool — to  injure  his  health,  de- 
crease his  happiness  and  shorten  his  life 
that  the  tobacco  interests  may  gather 
more  millions. 

If  the  money  that  the  American  people 
are  wasting  for  tobacco  were  invested  in 
homes,     everv    man    and    women    could 
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have  a  home,  free  of  debt,  before  reach - 
i  ing  the  age  of  fifty. 

If  it  were  invested  in  farms  everyone 
could  have  a  farm. 

If  it  were  invested  in  reclaiming  deserts 
that,  with  water,  would  be  orange  groves, 
the  present  century  would  see  the  end  of 
most  of  the  deserts. 

If  it  were  invested  in  stock  in  water- 
power  companies  honestly  and  wisely 
managed,  the  harnessing  of  power  now 
going  to-  waste  would  make  heat,  light 
and  power  abundant  and  cheap. 

If  it  were  invested  in  travelling,  the 
saving  would  be  sufficient  to  enable 
everyone  to  see  all  America  several  times 
and  take  at  least  one  trip  around  the 
world. 

Figure  it  out  for  yourself.  The  ordinary 
smoker  who  uses  cigars  will  burn  up  a- 
bout  a  dollar  a  day,  which  is  about  $1,000 
every  three  years.  If  smoking,  after 
thirty  years,  kills  him,  he  will  have  wasted 
$10,000.  That  is  more  than  enough  to 
buy  ai  decent  home,  a  good  farm,  or  see 
America  several  times  and  take  a  whirl 
around  the  world. 

And,  at  that,  the  greatest  loss  is  in 
health  and  life.  The  basis  cf  all  happi- 
ness is  health.  A  sick  millionaire  is 
much  worse  off  than  a  well  garbage  man. 
Sickness  not  only  cuts  off  happiness  but 
brings  discomfort  and  pain. 

Always  remember  that  the  tendency 
of  tobacco  is  to  destroy. 

Don't  be  fooled  by  newspaper  stories 
inspired  by  the  tobacco'  interests  about 
gentlement  104  years  old  who  attribute 
their  multitude  of  years  to  the  use  of 
tobacco. 

When  the  whisky-selling  was  a  legal 
method  of  getting  a  living  you  used  to 
read  the  same  kind  of  stories  about  cen- 
tenarians who  had  drunk  whiskey  since 
they  were  nine  years  old. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  some  men  have 
lived  to  be  very  old  notwithstanding  the 
use  of  tobacco'  and  whiskey. 

But  they  are  entirely  mistaken  in  be- 
lieving that  is  was  the  tobacco*  or  the 
whiskey  that  helped  them  to  live  long. 
Here  is  one  proof :  Took  for  all  those  who 
were  boyhood  chums  of  these  aged  sur- 


vivors of  tobacco*  and  whiskey  and  who 
like  them,  smoked  and  drank.  Where  are 
they?  In  graveyards.  Tobacco  and 
whiskey  helped  to  put  the  finishing 
touches  upon  them. 

The  one  in  ten  millions  or  more  who 
survives  and  reaches  a  great  age,  not- 
withstanding the  us  of  tobacco  or  whis- 
key, is  the  odd  one  who,  because  of  some 
peculiarity  in  his  constitution,  was  able 
to  generate  an  antitoxin  that  offsets  the 
poison  of  nicotine  or  alcohol.  Each  of  us 
has  the  ability,  to  a  greater  or  lesser  de- 
gree, to  develop  antitoxins  to>  meet  our 
needs.  Smallpox  kills  the  Indian  and 
treats  the  white  man  comparatively  gen- 
tle because  it  is  a  new  disease  to*  the 
Indian,  to  meet  which  they  have  not  yet 
had  time  to  generate  proper  antitoxins. 
The  white  man,  on  the  other  hand,  has 
had  time  to  develop  antitoxins.  Small- 
pox is  no'  new  disease  to  him-.  He  has 
been  familiar  with  it  for  centuries  and, 
in  the  beginning,  it  hit  him  as  hard  as  it 
now  does  the  Indian. 

Make  no>  mistake.  Tobacco  is  a  poison 
that  would  not  be  urged  upon  you  if 
there  were  not  a  profit  for  other  in  mak- 
ing you  a  victim. 

Within  my  own  circle  of  friends  and 
acquaintance  I  have  known  many,  or  at 
least  several,  men  whom  it  has  killed. 

I  never  met  a  tobacco-user  who  did  not 
regret  that  he  had  formed  the  habit,  but 
I  never  met  a  non-smoker  who  was  sorry 
he  did  not  smoke. 

Isn't  that  significant?  If  tobacco  is 
such  a  fine  thing,  why  don't  its  victims 
rejoice?  Why  do*  not  men  like  Woodrow 
Wilson  hasten  to  acquire  the  tobacco 
habit?     Think  this  over. 

Youth  is  the  dangerous  age,  as  far  as- 
tobacco  is  concerned.  If  one  can  reach 
the  age  of  twenty-five  without  smoking, 
the  tobacco  trust  will  have  difficulty  in 
getting  him. 

~We  are  in  the  process  of  driving  al- 
coholic beverages  from  the  country.  The- 
death  rate  all  over  the  country  has  taken 
a  sharp  drop  to  the  lowest  point  ever 
reached.  In  my  opinion  the  day  is  not 
far  distant  when  we  shall  outlaw  tobacco- 
as  we  have  alcohol.       I  believe  tobacco 
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shortens  more  lives  and  kills  more  people 
than  alcohol  ever  did,  not  because  tobac- 
co is  more  deadly,  because  it  is  more 
widely  used  than  whiskey  ever  was. 

We  shall  have  better  health,  more  hap- 
piness, longer  life  and  more  comforts 
when  we  cease  wasting  our  money  for 
tobacco  and  whiskey.  There  are  now 
plenty  of  persons  who  will  hoot  at  this 
statement,  but  in  a  few  decades  there 
will  be  a  hundred  million  or  so  who  will 
hoot  at  the  present  hooters.— (Reprinted 
from  Henry  Ford's  the  Dearborn  Inde- 
pendent.)

Editors  Note:— 

[The  Book  of  Mormon  is  a  history  of 
three  sets  of  people  who  migrated  to>  the 
American  continents  2200  years  B.C.  600 
years  B.C.  and  590  years  B.C.  Archaeo- 
logic  discoveries  and  research  in  Central 
America  and  Mexico'  are  proving  it  to  be 
so.

The  accompanying  news  paper  clipping 
from  the  Cape  Argus,  Thur.  Dec.  26, 
1929,  will  show  the  reader  that  only  a 
small  portion  of  the  ancient  American 
civilization  has  been  discovered. 

A  remarkable  air  tour  made  by  Colonel 
Lindbergh  and  his  wife  above  the  unin- 
habited regions  of  Central  America  is 
described  in  the  bulletin  of  the  Carneige 
Institution  of  Washington. 


The  object  of  th  expedition,  which 
Colonel  Lindberg  accompanied,  was  to 
test  the  value  of  the  aeroplane  as  an 
agency  for  exploration  in  tropical  count- 
ries, and  to  find  out  whether  the  Maya 
country  could  be  located  from  the  air. 

While  Europe  was  still  in  the  Dark 
Ages,  cities  were  built  and  occupied  in 
Maya,  but  hitherto  archaeologists  have 
been  so  buried  in  the  welter  of  forest  that 
it  has  been  impossible  to  gain  a  compre- 
hensive understanding  of  this  territory, 
once  occupied  by  America's  great  native 
civilisation. 

Dr.  A.  V.  Kidder,  of  the  Carneige 
Institution,  was  one  of  the  party,  and  he 
states:  "During  the  nights  everyone  was 
constantly  busy ;  Colonel  Lindberg,  with 
map  on  knees,  kept  track  of  courses, 
wind-drift,  and  estimated  distances  to 
and  between  objects  sighted. 

"  Mrs.  Lindbergh,  whose  eyes  are  very 
keen,  watched  the  bush  like  a  hawk  and 
took  photographs. 

"  The  greatest  thrills  of  our  five  days' 
flying  came,  of  course,  with  the  finding 
of  groups  of  Maya  ruins,  indicating  the 
presence  of  ancient  cities. 

'■'  Although  we  believe  it  probable  Chat 
four  of  these  are  new  to  archaeologists, 
and  that  possible  to  others,  also,  have 
never  been  visited,  nevertheless,  we  can- 
not be  quite  certain  until  maps  and 
literature  have  been  checked." 

On  their  way  south  the  party  flew  over 
the  northern  tributaries  of  the  P'asion 
River.  Dr.  Kidder  comments:  "These 
streams  traverse  a  terrible  and  (to  fly 
over)  a  most  terrifying  country,  a  con- 
fused welter  of  gorges  and  limestone 
pinnacles  smothered  in  a  jungle  almost 
hopeless  to  penetrate."
